A new antenna horn will be ad- 
ded to the tower atop the telephone 
building in Hattiesburg; a relay 
tower and station will be erected 
at McLaurin, a similar one at 
Saucier and a new atenna horn 
atop the Gulfport telephone build- 
ing will complete the new route. 

The McLaurin micro wave tower 
will stand 200 feet high and will 
be constructed at a cost of approxi- 
mately $173,000. 

The tower in Saucier will be 275 
feet tall and will cost approxi- 
mately $227,000. The tower basis 
and foundations are under contract 
to the Wise Construction Company 
of Jackson, Mississippi and the 
actual towers will be erected by 
LeHigh Structual Steel Company 
of Allentown, Pa. They will be 
built to withstand winds of above 
hurricane force. 

The 50 foot tower atop the Gulf- 
port building will cost approxi- 
mately $331,000 bringing the total 
cost of the project to $731,000. 
Constructicn will begin in Septem- 
ber and the system will be placed 
in service before the end of the 
year. 

Dabney said the new route would 
supplement existing long distance 
circuits between the two cities and 
was designed to take care of in- 
creased growth in the area. 

The nearly three quarter million 
dollar project is a part of the re- 
ecrd breaking $33 million Southern 
Bell is spending in Mississippi duzt 
ing 1964 for new and improved 
service, Dabney said.

On Friday, (July 24), the Pro- 
mise will begin a week-long re- 
turn trip to MSFC. Its cargo will 
be the S-1-10, manufactured at 
Michétd, by the Chrysler Corpora- 
lion Space Division and being 
taken tc Huntsville for static 
firing. This is the second Saturn 
{ booster Chrysler has produced 
at Michoud. 

The dynamic test boosetr de- 
livered to Michoud was taken from 
a Marshall test stand earlier this 
month where it, along with o'her 
elements of the Saturn I, has 
undergone tests to determine vi- 
bration and bending charac‘eris- 
tics. 

This booster will now be modi- 
fied by Chrysler to conform to the 
Saturn S-IB design. Major changes 
include: installation of a light- 
weight "spider beam" (forward 
Structural member), redesign tail 
section to accommodate new 
swept wing fin design and modi- 
fication to the center tank. 

This modified stage is to be re- 
turned to Marshall late this year 
for a new series of dynamic tests 
on the Saturn IB, the advanced 
version of Saturn I, which will 
increase the vehicle’s weightlift- 
ing capability by 50 percent.
